This week's Team Performance Report shows that there was improvement in the error rates and 
overali performance percentages from last week - from 99.4% to 99.5%, This is an encouraging 
trend.

As can be seen from the table above, production for both Day Shift and Night Shift increased over 
the week enough that, even with an increase of the Error Average (total number of errors per shift 
averaged over all the teams) for both shifts, the Day Shift was able to hold a 99.5% Correct 
rating, while Night Shift actually increased from a 99.3% to 99.5% Correct rating. 

For the week of 3/13/04, Teams 13 and 32 did not have any Team Performance errors reported, 
therefore, achieved a 100% Correct rating. This is the second week in a row Team 13 has 
achieved a 100% Correct rating. All teams have again exceeded the 97% correct rating, with the 
closest being Team 15 with a 98% rating. 

TYPES OF ERROR : 

The types of errors being captured, due to the error code charts, are getting more defined, 
therefore it is highly recommended that every team with collected errors on the Team 
Performance or Indexer Performance reports come to the QA Office to see the supporting 
paperwork. 

As usual, the primary errors collected are the same as last week; namely the following: 

a. Miscount 

b. Duplex as simplex 

c. Indexed documents missing pages 

d. Wrong doc. Codes 

e. Misplacing order 

f. No batch transfer 

g. Missing package/cover sheets 

But a couple of new error code captures were also noted - like the case of Follow-on documents 
being indexed as normal Backfile (new error code 5j). Because of this and other inputs, revised 
error code charts will be issued by 3/19/04.
